‘ The  date  of  sighting  was  13  July  1343  at  approximately  1430  to 
1300  hours,  Pacific  Standard  Time.  Qie  observers  were  at  the  Uzilon  Pacific 
railroad  yards;  two  were  working  on  the  railroad  tracks  end  two  were  load- 
ing coal  from  a bin  into  a truck.  Three  objects  were  sighted*  flying  in 
formation,  echelon  to  the  left*  At  the  time  of  sighting,  the  objects  were 
estimated  to  be  ten  miles  northwest  of  Pullman  at  an  unknown  elevation.  Hone 
of  the  observers  would  venture  to  make  an  estimate  as  to  altitude  but  stated 
that  it  was  about  the  some  height  as  the  average  airliner.  The  objects  were 
sifted  at  an  Indicated  43^  angle  above  the  bori2on,  and  two  of  the  objects 
passed  directly  overhead.  The  objects  were  estimated  to  be  in  eight  from 
five  to  ei^t  minutes*  The  objects  were  circular-shaped  discs,  being 
i^proxlmately  six  feet  throu^  the  center  or  middle  section  and  toi  feet 
in  dlemeter.  Cuy  were  black  on  the  top  and  silver  colored  on  the  bottom. 

The  material  or  substance  of  conetruction  was  unknown*  They  were  flying 
toward  the  southeast*  The  object  oscillated  in  flight,  creating  a blink- 
ing effect  as  the  silver  and  black  surfaces  cams  into  view.  The  arc  or 
swing  of  the  objects  vns  very  mechanical  and  regular  emd  covered  eppro^- 
mately  80°.  ’dien  the  objects  were  «^proximately  five  miles  from  ths  ob- 
servers, the  trailing  object  made  a 30^  turn  to  the  left  and  disappeared 
froa  view  northeast  of  Pullman*  The  two  remaining  objects  continued  in 
a straight  line  of  fli^t  until  they  were  directly  overhead,  and  then  they 
executed  a 30^  turn  to  the  left  and  continued  a etrai^t  lind  of  flight  to 
the  Bortbeaet*  There  vae  no  evidence  of  emoke  or  vapor  trails  nor  any 
type  of  exhaust*  Ho  sound  was  andibls.  The  weather  was  hot  and  humid,  with 
a few  scattered  clouds,  and  the  observers  did  not  recall  seeing  tiie  object 
pass  throu^  or  near  any  clouds*  The  speed  was  constant  and  estimated  as 
about  the  same  as  a cooiaercial  airliner*  Qiere  was  no  evidence  of  propul- 
sion other  than  the  oecillating  effect  and  no  evidence  of  control  surfaces 
wars  noted*  The  objects  continued  in  flight  until  they  disi^peared  from 
view*  The  observers  did  not  know  lAiat  ths  objects  were*

else  or  ahiq)e,  but  his  attention  wae  drawn  to  the  objects  by  the  blinking
